§ 3. Administrative Government. 


In each State, as well as in the Commonwealth, the Government is administered 
by a number of chief departments, on lines similar to those on which administrative 
government is carried on in the United Kingdom. Reference has already been made to 
the creation of the Commonwealth Departments (see page 743). In the States the 
number and functions of the administrative departments vary considerably. In many 
cases more than one department is-under the contro! of a single Minister. The tabular 
statement given on this page and-on the following pages shews the sub-departments, 
branches, etc., of each Ministerial Department in the Commonwealth and in each State, 
together with the principal Acts administered and other more important matters dealt
